I have the honour to refer to your letter of December 
17, 1935, No.D.7136, and to inform you that John Waan Sik- 
hung alias John S.A.Waan, alias Wen Hsi-huang, alias Waan 
Yoh Mong, alias Oen Sek-ang ( 7 4h Kg ) was banished 
from Hongkong for a period of 10 years and departed on 
the 2ist of April 1936 by train for Sham Chun, Kwangtung, 
@ border station on the British Chinese frontier. 

He speaks English and Malay, understands the Nether- 
lands language and speaks also the Cantonese dialect.. 


As far as is knowh he travels on a Chinese passport, 


it is possible nowever that he is in the unlawful possession 


of Netherlands or Netherlands Indian papers. 


He was born in Singapore, is 34 years of age, height 166, 


heavy built.

Sir, 

“ith reference to your letter of December 17, 1935, No.D. 7136, 
I have the honour to inform you that it has been proved that John 
S.a,.Waan is the same person as Oon Seck-ang, mentioned for the 
last time in your letter of May 17, 1933, No.D.4793, who in 1928 
was suspected of fraud in respect of a sweepstake lottery and was 
consequently expelled from the Chinan University. In 1930 he was 
arrested in Hongkong, charged with forgery and sentenced to 8 
months imprisonment. On his discharge from prison he secured 
employment as Chinese Secretary in the Italian Consulate at Hong- 
kong, continuing there until July 1935 when his services were 
dispensed with. Since then the Italian Consul has had complaints 
against him for withholding a telegram, addressed to the Con- 
svlate, for using official Consulate paper and for making ma- 
licious calls on the telephone, 

Oon is also responsible for a malicious article published 
in the Chinese “eekly Review of 7 January 1933, and purported 
to be written by a Netherlands subject of Chinese origin at 
Shanghai, Ooy Keng-lim alias Huang Chiang-lin, against whom he 


had a grievance and concerning whose family he published de- 
7 famatory notices, 

He also laid false information concerning forged bank notes 
against a Java Chinese Merchant Au Pit-seng, to whom and his 
family he also sent indecent pictures through the post.

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Since his dismissal from the Italian Consulate he seems to 
depend on the Java Fruit Agency in which he has been interested 
for some time. He resides with his wife at No.72, Syn Keen 
Terrace, lst floor, 

He claims to have been born in Singapore and to have been 
taken to Batavia when an infant. His father apparently died in 
Swatow 15 years ago. His mother is said to be living in Batavia 
while he claims to have four brothers WAAN SIK TAO, WAAN SIK TSHI, 
WAAN SIK HIOEN, WAAN SIK HONG, who are all thought to be living 
in the Netherlands Indies. 

After being expelled from Chinan in 1928, he made one trip as 
a clerk on one of the European steamers, sailing from Hongkong and 
then secured employment as outdoor agent in the Advertising and 
Publicity Bureau, Hongkong. 

His various aliases appear to be :
